The year 1900 saw the centnry turn with the SP. still using 
the old routs into San Francisce cver the San Buno Hills and end= 
ang at tone rambiing wocdsn si ructure e+ Fourth and Kownsend 3éreet i 
buirtt some twenty five years defore,. “ns shops and roundhouss 
sto l'at Sixteenth and Harrison. 


It was at this point where the great Eoward Henry Harriman 
steped in to build the Bayshore Cutoff, which actually cutoff only 
two miles, but gone were the days of double heading in and ous of 
San Francisco over the mean grades of the old line over the mo:.nt- 
Sans» In its place was to be a fine well~laid roadbed stretching 
from San Bruno to San Francisco along the bay shore. The milizon 
doliar per mile line included five tunnels---double track, but wit 
space for a parallel line to be built at a later date. The line 

as scheduled to open in 1906, but the earthquake in that year 
delayed the opening until 1907. 


Also in 1907 the shops and roundhouse were moved from Six- 
teentiu and Harrison to Third and Mar iposa Streets---Mission Bay. 
The present Mission Bay roundhouse is all that now remains of 
this setup. though some cf the old shop buildings stood as land 
marks uj until a few years E806
